Discussion followed. Rep. Landon gave closing remarks and moved the bill. Chair Cownie
moved HSB 596 as a committee bill on a roll call vote. Motion carried with 18 ayes 4 nays 1
absent (Rep. Oldson, Forbes, Kacena and Meyer were the nays).

With no further business to come before the Committee, Chairman Cownie gave closing
remarks and moved to adjourn and Representative Best seconded the motion.
